FEATURES OF BILL 
First, Senator Reed's bill does

the House, and against which Sec- 
retary Hughes recently volced vig- 
orous protest. The clause, which 
prohibite the admission of aliens 
not eligible to clitisenship would 
constitute a direct affront to Ja- 
pan, Mr. Hughes contended, and 
might work to undo the work of 
the Washington Arms Conference. 

Second, the Senators measure is 
framed so as to place a bonus on 
the admission of aliens whose 
countrymen, now in the United 
States have availed themselves of 
naturalization in large numbers. 
Semiator Reed's basis of quota is 
the census of 1910 for straight 
admission. One per cent is the quo- 
ta as opposed to per cent on 
the present law and 1 per cent on 
the basis of the 1890 census in 
the Johnson bill. In the case of 
countries whose imm te to the 
United States have attained a nat- 
uraligation percentage of 60 
cent or more Senator Reed would 
allow an additional 4 per cent 
on the census figures of 18920 as 
a bonus to the foreign-born 
izenship.

ROME, Feb. 17.—The League of 
Nations naval disarmament confer- 
ence began tacking all over the 
seven seas today when most of 
the nations represented began stat- 
ing their cases. It was apparent 
that there were lots of hidden rocks 
all along the mariners’ course. 

First of all the small nations 
proposed what amounts to almost 
complete disarmament of Europe 


—namely that every nation reduce 
to about 300,000 tons. 

The delegates from Spain and 
Brazil, discussing the Washington 
conference, intimated that they did 
not get a fair deal and held the 
right to make reservations. 


RUMANIA’S VIEWS 

Rumania took the view that al- 
though it is a small naval nation 
now, its agriculture and industries 
are booming and Rumania 
about to become one among the 
great European nations. There- 
fore, the Rumanian delegates could 
not see how they could tie them- 
selves down now to rules of dis- 
arming the small nations when on 
the verge of becoming big. 

Of course, the Russian delegates 
thought differently. The Russians 
make eyes upon Bessarabia, one of 
Russia's richest provintes, which 
Rumania is holding, and which 
— is openly preparing to fight 
or. 


BLACK SEA PROBLEM 

Therefore, the League of Na- 
tions naval conference is faced 
with the problem of Black Sea dis- 
armament at a time when the two 
leading participating nations are 
preparing to use all their naval 
armament ready and hoping to 
prepare more for the coming 
event.

OUR 1924 OLYMPIC TEAM 


America’s Hardlers Hess Always Been Supreme; 
Can They Keep It It Up?’ 


BY BOYD 


the present world’s and Olympic 
records—-both events stipulate a 
three-foot hurdle—and it also bet- 
ters the best American mark for 


the collegiate 440-yard hurdle 
event in which the standard low 
hurdie is used in lace of the 
threedfoot hurdle. t is possible 
that standard hurdles were not 
used in that particular meet for 
this record is not included in the 
best American rformances. 

The new hurdle event was not 
included in the 1906 Athens Inter- 
nationals but was again used in 
the 1908 games, at London. Bacon 
of America won this championship 
‘in 656. flat. 

In 1912 tt wee again erased 
from the list of Olympic eventa 
but prior te the Antwerp games 
was adopted by the committee as 
a standard event. 

Loomis, Norton and Deach. al! 
of America, won first, second and 
third in the order given. The 
winning time of Sis created a 
new record for thie event. Andre. 
the French representative, was 
fourth, Chrietierneson of Sweden 
was fifth, with Daggs, a Southern 
California collegian, in sixth | 
place 

Loomis retired from amateur 
ranks a short time after the Olym- 
pics but Norton, the second-place | 
man, is still avallable. Norton, a 
former Stanford athiet4é. was well 
up at the finish in this particular 
race and on the showing he made | 
this last summer, must be con- 
sidered as a likely candidate for 
championship honors. With only 
a short period of preliminary . 
training he placed second in the 
national championships at Chi- 
cago and a short time alter ran 
almost a dead heat with the na- 
tional champion, and in very good 
time. Norton holds the present 
world’s record for the 440-ward 
event, his time being $4.26.

Blair Advises 


Tax Payments 
as Heretofore

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.— Com- 
missioner Blair of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, advised tax- 
payers in a statement tonight to 
make their tax payments as usual, 
although the possibility exists that 
a reduction in the amount may be 
made effective by Congress on this 
year’s payments. 

Collectors’ offices will make re- 
funds when such are necessary, 
without the formality of the tax- 
payer filing an application and if 
the installment plan is employed 
in payments, the taxpayer will be 
informed of the amounts he may 
deduct.

the doxology the pastor 
Offered prayer, concluding with 
the Lord's Prayer, in which the 
congregation joined. Then «a 
hymn, musically superior to aver- 
age hymn singing and so left mod- 
estly by the congregation chiefly 
to the excellent quartet. The 
scripture reading was from the 
sixty-firet chapter of Isaiah, and 
was followed by the anthem. 

Dr. Walker then made a plea for 
more generous support to foreign 
missions because of the higher 
cost of living for missionaries 
abroad. March's first Sunday or- 
fering is to be devoted to that 
cause. 

The prayer which followed was 
also largely devoted to this cause 
and to asking biessings upon this 
church's work—and to a special 
plea for rain in Southern Califor- 


n 
Dr. Walker took the text for his 
sermon from the first verse of the 


forty-ninth chapter of Isaiah, 
“Listen O, isles, unto me and 
hearken ye peoples from afar.” 


Isaiah, he said, was a world 
prophet, cosmopolitan in thought 
and breadth of sympathy, the ora- 
cle of God, the voice of Jehovah 
Himself. And although Isaiah was 
perhaps not famitdar with our 
modern radio, he was famillar with 
the heavenly radiograph, which 
had existed since the beginning of 
time. If we studied the psalms 
we could realize the persistent 
conviction that God always list 
ened to His people and that they 
must be and do whatever God 
wanted them to do. The songs of 
a people are more revealing of 
their souls than their laws, cus- 
tome or history. And the Psalms 
reveal the real temper and faith 
of Israel. 


DOUBT OF PRAYER 


Dr. Walker then drew a picturé 
of the amazin phenomenon of 
many thou s of people “laten- 
Ing in in touch with the great 
broadcasting stations of the world 
every day. A simifer condition 
should exist spiritually, he said. 
“Listen to God as he broadcasts 
Himeelf from the holy spirit send- 
ing station—tlisten in on God.” 

And it was here that Dr. Walk- 
er touched upon the doubt of 
prayer. There were, he ald. 
books on the peychology of pray- 
er, forty prize as on the 
power of prayer. And sometimes 
the human soul doubted the value 
of individual prayer. Were an- 
awers only “autosuggestion 
Would mere concentrated medita- 
tion do as well? Waa the world 
just a “Whispering Gallery” in 
which we answered each other's 
prayers? Many souls suffered be- 
cause they did not know if God 
eared for them as individuals. 

“God does care. God does an- 
Wer,“ he shouted fervently. And 
he quoted passage after 
from Jesus Christ—the lost coin, 
the lost sheep, the lost boy—as 
testimony that God loved each in- 
dividual one of us. Then he read 
from several poets, “What God 
told the poets” who listened in on 
the have radio. And any of us 
who remain uncertain, doubting, 
have not “listened in with God.” 
He quoted lovely hymna, “Just as 
1 am without one plea.” “Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul,” “Lead, Kindly 
ae | as evidence of what God 
had diced to the composers of 
hymns. 

But we have no right to ask 
God to let us do such and 80, to 
bless us in a especial way, if we 
are not also willing that he should 
refuse us, said Dr. Walker, quot- 
ing Ralph Waldo Emerson. For 
experience is often God's way with 
us. And so many of our best mer- 
cies and blessings are surprises 
“direct from God with all the 
bloom of Paradise upon them,” 
and not those things for which we 
have striven and schemed. The 
greater blessings are so often 
those we have never dreamed of. 
And here he again quoted the fa- 
mous poem, “But best of all I love 
the road that leads to God knows 
where.” 


“GOD'S MINIMUM" 


At this point Dr. Walker started 
to speak of giving, of God's min- 
imum™ and for a brief spell 1 
dreaded that this fine sermon was 
to conclude with begging for 
money. But the preacher was, this 
time, using mongy merely as his 
symbol—-with love and service as 
the tangible reality. I was con- 
scious of genuine relief, for thus 
far the sermon had been so exclu- 
ively spiritual. But his allusion 
to God's minimum was that we 
hould always do what we could, 
where we could, how we corld, and 
not hold out in love or service or 
sympathy just because we were 
not in a position to bestow mag- 
nifieently. Have we but one tal- 
ent, we must use it always. 

Dr. Walker had said in the 
course of his announcements that 
this was not a rich church. I de- 
was a happy church, 
a sympathetic church, a kindly un- 
lerstanding church. Nowhere in 
iny part of that service wae there 
harsh criticism of others, of sup- 
vosed evils, of diatribes against 
eonditions, customs, or classes. Ir. 
fact, it lived up to that phrase in 
Dr. Walkers sermon about God's 
way so often being “experience,” 
about God's perpetual superinten- 
lence of our lives and God's ulti- 
nate Almighty wisdom. And all 
who listened were encouraged to 
troubles, disasters,

Refining Plant 
Shuts Down Due 
to Lack of Oil 


‘Temporary shutdown of the 
plant of the Snowolene Refining 
Company, due to lack of crude oll 
with which to operate, is reported 
by officials of the company. Ar- 
rangements have been made to 
supply all contracts with gasoline 
purchased from outside sources, 
until the Snowolene’s supply of 
crude oll can be increased. 

The suspension is ascribed by 
officials of the Snowolene organiza- 
tion to the dropping off in produc- 
tion of wells tn the Santa Fe 
Springs field for the output of 
which the company had contracted, 
and on which the operation of the 
refinery largely depended. 

The decrease tn these wells, cou- 
pled with the fact that wells in 
the Torrance field, the production

IN COPPER 


Discouraging Outlook for 
Mines Held-by Bisbee Man 
in Review 


(EXCLABIVE DISPATCH) 

(Aris.) Feb. 17.-—The 
copper mining situation in Art- 
zona shows few signe of better- 
ment according to a local operator. 
While copper ig not piling up at 
the smelters, as it did a few years 
ago, receipts from metal sales are 


little more than paying expenses, 
save in a few mines that have 
unusually rich ores and exception- 
al facilities. 

A statement has been made that 
in one of the States largest mines, 
one that is operating practically 
without profit, laber costs con- 
sume 41 per cent of the gross re- 
turn from bullion sales and taxes 
12 per cent. There is no disposti- 
tion to criticiee the labor feature, 
but the burdens of taxation and 
transportation are declared almost 
too heavy to be borne. 

Possibly the gravest feature of 
the situation is considered to le 
in the fact that low grades of ore 
are being neglected under present 
conditions, with each mine striv- 
ing only to pay expenses and to 
maintain its operating personnel. 

According to President P. G. 
Spilabury of the Arizona Industri- 
al Congress, at the time of good 
copper prices the mines could 
operate on ore averaging 1.17 per 
cent copper, with a prospective 
life of thirty-two years, while now, 
at 13 cents for the product, the 
average must be 1.30 per cent, 
merely to meet operating expens- 
es for nineteen years. 

A late statement by President 
Walter Douglas of the Phelps 
Dodge corporation was that only 
about a thyrd of the nation’s cop- 
per output ig now being taken by 
foreign countries, compared to 61 
per cent in prewar days. To some 
extent, Europe now ts being sup- 
plied from the African Congo and 
South American west-coast mines. 
which, favored by low-cost water 
transportation and low wage 
scales, now are marketing abo 
400,000 tons of copper annually 
across the Atlantic, he asserts.

from the Coalinga field to Fellows, 
a distance of thirty-five miles to 
join the company’s lines already 
laid in those fields. 

lang has a crew of 150 men 
ready to start work on it. Eight- 
inch pipe will be laid and when 
completed the capacity of the line 
will be increased from 306,000 bar- 
rels to 40,000 barrels daily. 

‘The Pan-American Petroleum 
and Transport Company has an- 
nounced that it has no intention 
of abandoning its plan to bulld a 
140-mile line from the Elk Hm 
field to its refinery at Watson 
Junction, near Los Angeles Har- 
bor. This announcement, coming

By ite own peculiar system of 
bookkeeping. the bureau is able 
to show; by counting in the profits 
made when the Edison Company 
was operating the business for 
the bureau. from 1919 to 1922, and 
by setting aside inadequate plant 
depreciation and other wierd ac- 
counting, declares that it has made 
millions of dollars of profits. 
though, unfortunately, the bureau 
a@mitse Los Angeles has srown and 
the bureau has everything but cash. 
Hence the $600,900 loan; hence, 
the forthcoming $30,000,000 bond

As for the $7,000,000 advanced 
the bureau by the taxpayers, the 
bureau has generously credited on 
ite books this amount as being the 
people's interest in the enterprise.

OF COTTON 
INCREASES 


Growers of San Joaquin 


Valley Will Quadruple 

Acreage in 1924 

FRESNO, Feb. 17.—Cotton 
planting in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley will be quadrupled in 1924, ac- 
cording to figures from a survey 
made to ascertain the growth of 


the cotton industry here. 

The survey which has just been 
completed and made public, shows 
that, at a conservative estimate 
26.600 acres of cotton will be 
planted in the valley, extending 
from Modesto to Bakersfield. The 
majority of plantings, however, it 
was learned, are between Fresno 
and Bakersfield. 

This figure for the 1924 plant- 
i 2 when compared with the 

‘age grown last year, which 
2 600 actes, shows what agri- 
cultural men here @sdert is a.most’ 
remarkable increase. The plant-, 
ing of the heavy new acreage will, 
it is believed, produce a necessary 
expansion of facilities for han- 
Aung. as at least 26,000 bales are 
expected to be produced during the 
coming year in this vicinity. There 
are at present cotton gins at Fres- 
D., Magunden, Wasco, Westhaven 
Corcoran, the gin at Bakers- 
having been recently destroyed 

y fire. These gins last year had 
a maximum output of a total of 
190 bales of cotton per day, and 
ginned and baled 8300 bales pro- 
duced on the 7600 acres of cotton 
plantings. 

It also was pointed out that ap- 
proximately 1300 freight cars 
would be needed to move the crop 
this year, as compared with the 
approximately 415 cars required 
last year. .
